Of the many associations found in 


this country there are br.t few wbos 
work gkould be more closely observec 
hy 'Nevadans than that of the American 
Forestry Congress. 
It is an orgauiza 


tion of recent birth, and was bronghi 
into existence by a few thoughtful men 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, who appreciated 
the rapid disappearance of the natnra 
forests of the country, and tho necessi 
ties of the future generations. 
Th< 


ideas conceived by that little baud, uncl 
by them formulated, were so practica 
that, as soon as promulgated, they ad- 
dressed themselves to all thinking men 
and a Congress was the outgrowth, to- 
gether -with the Arbor Day, which is 
recognized by the laws of nearly every 
State in the Union. 


In sis' years the American Forestry 


Congress has gained such magnitude 
that the Legislature of Illinois invii.ec 
that body to hold its session at Spring- 
field, which invitation was accepted ant 
the annual session will be held there on 
the 14th, 15th and IGih of next month 
Tho object of this body is to spread in- 
telligence in reference to the uses of the 
forests, the important part they play 
upon agriculture, climate, etc., to stay 
their indiscriminate waste, to encourage 
the planting of new forests and to edu- 
cate the people of the United States as 
to the most practical means of cultivat- 
ing the various kinds of trees to meet 
future wants. Thus far in this State 
little attention has been given to the 
subject that may yet play an important 
part in Nevada's prosperity. In a few 
localities in the deaert regions that are 
remote from wooded mountains, the 
settlers have planted cottonwcod around 
their houses, and some were thoughtful 
enough, even years ago, to plant the 
branches along the banks of ditches. 
These men now have not only their own 
•wood supply, but find the trees a source 
of profit. 
There are many kinds of 


trees that would flourish in this State 
besides the cottonwood. 
The locust 


lias proved itself a rapid growing and 
hardy tree here. 
A few have experi- 


mented in a limited way successfully, 
with the black walnut, which has a rapid 
growth, and has a double source of 
profit, the nut and lumber which is val- 
uable. Nevada should have a represent- 
ation in the Congress at Springfield. 
There being no legally constituted rep- 
resentative, it is hoped that some one 
will appreciate the importance of the 
subject to such a degree, as to represent 
this State in that body and gather and 
spread the information gained so that 
an interest may be awakened which will 
compel the State to take advance steps 
in a practical way, that will protect the 
limited timbtr interests as well as to en- 
courage the experimenting of the growth 
of the various kinds of tress.

A Railroad Accident In Illinois. 


Tbe most appalling railroad accident 


that ever occurred in this country, took 
place on Thursday night, when an ex- 
cursion train on the Toledo, Peoria and 
Western Boad, dropped through a burn- 
ing bridge, killing over one hundred 
people and wounding five hundred more. 
The train was composed of fifteen cars, 
twelve of which contained passengers to 
the number of nine hundred, and was 
bound for Niagara Falls. The passen- 
gers bailed from various points in Cen- 
tral Illinois, the bulk of them coming 
from Peoria. 
"When the train drew out 


of Peoria at 8 o'clock in the evening, 
it was leaded to its fullest capacity, 
and was so heavy that two engines were 
required to draw it. When the train 
passed a place called Forest it was one 
hour and a half behind time. 
After 


leaving Forest tho train went tearing 
along at tbe rate of a mile a minute, 
passing the town of Chatsworth like a 
meteor, rushing on to a horrible doom. 
Three miles east of Chatsworth is a 
little slough, where the railroad passes 
a dry run, ten or filteen feet deep, which 
is spanned with a common trestle-work. 
As the flying train came thundering to- 
ward it, the engineer, on the front engine, 
was horrified to see that the little bridge 
was on fire. Bight before bis eyes 
leaped bright flames, and the nest in- 
stant he was among them. There was 
no chance to stop. Had there been 
warning it would have taken a mile to 
stop that on-rushing rnnss of wood, iron 
and human lives, and the train was 
witbiu one hundred yards of ths burn- 
ing _trestle. The first engine passed 
over safely crushing the bridge as it 
went. 


But the next engine went down, and 


instantly ilia deed of death was done. 
Car crashed into oar, coaches piled one 
on top of another, and in the twinkling 
of an eye nearly one hundred people 
found instant death, and fifty more were 
so hurt that they could not live. As 
for the wounded they were everywhere. 
On'y tbe sleeping coaches escaped, and 
as the startled and half-dressed passen- 
gers came tumbling out of them, they 
found such a scene of death as is rarely 
witnessed, and such work to do that it 
seemed as if human hands were utterly 
incapable. Down in the ditch lay the 
second engine; the engineer dead and 
the fireman badly injured. 
The three 


baggage cars piled on top of each other, 
and the six coaches telescoped as cars 
never were before. Instantly the air 
was filled with the cries of the wounded, 
and the shrieks of the dying. The de- 
tails of the horror are sickening in the 
extreme. In the midst of the horrible 
surroundings, fiends in human shape, 
beings that would make hell blush 'with 


ahame, were robbing the dying and tbe 
dnad. When daylight came a scene 
which beggars description was pre- 
sented to view. Lying in rows, in a 
cornfield, were one hundred and eight- 
een dead bodied, while the wounded 
numbered four times as many. 
Of the 


wounded a large number will die. This 
s without question, the most horrible 
railroad catastrophe that has ever oc- 
curred in this country. How the bridge 
caught fire is a mystery, but light may 
>e thrown upon it when an investiga- 
ion takes place.
